Temperatures last week averaged 49.5 degrees, 4.8 degrees below nor-
mal. Preciﬁitation averaged 1.18 inches statewide, 0.43 inches above
average. There were 3.7 days suitable for fieldwork for the week ending
October 25, 2020. Topsoilymoisture supply was rated 7 percent very
short, 23 percent short, 68 percent adequate, and 2 percent surplus. Sub-
soil moisture supply was rated 7 percent very short, 33 percent short and
60 percent adequate. Corn harvested for grain was 72 percent complete,
compared to the 5-year average of 81 percent. Soybeans dropping leaves
was 96 percent, compared to the 5-year average of 94 percent. Soybean
harvest was 50 percent complete, com(})ared to the 5-year average of 53
percent. Soybean condition was rated 1 &)ercent very poor, 4 percent
Eoor, 22 percent fair, 55 percent good, and 18 percent excellent. Cotton

arvest was 31 percent complete, compared to the 5-year average of 68
percent. Cotton condition was rated 3 percent very poor, 11 percent
poor, 38 percent fair, and 48 percent good. Rice harvest was 85 percent
complete, compared to the 5- year average of 96 percent.

Compared to last week, steer and heifer calves mostly steady to 3.00 low-
er, yearlings traded steady to firm, on comparable sales. This was a light
receipts week, mostly blamed on the increased precipitation throughout the
state. Some areas got freezing rain and some snow while others saw flood-
ing, making it difficult to transport cattle. In feedlot trade, there were some
live purchases in the north from 100.00 to 104.00 and at 106.00 in the
southern plains. A few dressed sales were reported from 158.00 to 163.00.
The futures markets were able to hold their own, as outside markets took a
tumble this week. Live cattle futures closed on Thursday 2.92 to 4.40 high-
er, when compared to last Friday. Feeder cattle futures were 2.93 to 6.07
higher, compared to last Friday. The October contracts saw the minimal
gain, as they are set to expire on Friday. We are starting to look towards
holiday demand in the coming weeks. Cutouts closed on Thursday at
207.32 and 191.23, for Choice and Select, respectively. They were able to
gain back some ground Thursday, essentially erasing the losses from Tues-
day and Wednesday. Last week’s Cattle on Feed report showed 104 per-
cent on feed, 106 placements, and 106 percent marketed. The on feed in-
ventory totaled 11.7 million head as of October 1; the highest inventory
since 1996, when the series began. Net placements totaled 2.17 million
head and marketings totaled 1.85 million head. Friday’s Missouri Stocker
Formula consists of 2,742 head with a weighted average weight of 545.16
1bs. and a price value of 143.57, 0.44 higher than Thursday and 2.23 high-

er than last Friday.
